A RIVAL 1 0 GOV. HILL. 


A dangerous rival lo Gov. Hill for the a f­ 
fections of the liquor sellers has appeared in 
the person of Mayor Kirk of Syracuse. 
Mr. 
K irk is the Democratic chief magistrate of a 
Republican city. 
A taste of public honors 
has made him ambitions, and he now seeks 
to gather around him the elements that made 
David R. Hill invincible at the recent elec­ 
tion. 
He found his opportunity on the 10th 
of December last, in addressing a letter of in­ 
structions to the Board of Police Comissiou- 
ers. 
lie began it by stating that he was of a 
liberal turn of mind himself. 
Then he said 
that he could sec no harm, after a person 
on 
Sunday 
had 
attended 
church, 
to 
take his wife or friend for a walk, and to sit 
down quietly and have a glass of beer or 
other cooling refreshment. 
He recurred sev­ 
eral times to the point of church attendance, 
thus indicating that in his mind of “ a liberal 
jiirn ,” it was an indispensable prerequisite to 
(he enjoyment of a glass of beer, that the 


party should have attended religions wor­ 
ship in the forenoon. 
And for the benefit of 
these devout but thirsty' individuals lie in­ 
sisted that saloon keepers should be allowed 
to open their doors before J) o’clock a . m ., 
and after 1 r. m. , but that between 
those 
hours 
they 
should be kept closed, 
in 
order 
that 
church 
members 
going 
or 
returning should not be jostled by saloon vis­ 
itors or themselves tempted to enter and in­ 
dulge. 
He also suggested that during these 
four sacred hours the brewers should not be 
allowed to back their lieer wagons upon the 
sidewalks in front of the saloons, because 
that would iuterrupt the church goers and pos 
sibly make them too late to hear the beginning 
of the service. 
Sevoral suggestions indicate 
that the Mayor had a soft place in his heart 
for his pious constituents, even while taxing 
his intellect and all liisjphilanthropic Instincts 
for the comfort of the thirsty ones. 
There is no doubt that the Mayor had in 
his mind the organization of a great party, 
composed of clergymen, church goers, liquor 
sellers, and thirsty Democrats. 
He aimed to 
bring these together on a common platform, 
ju st as the free rum Democrats and the Pro­ 
hibitionists come together at every election. 
Had his policy been enforced—we mean that 
if he had made church attendanceon Sunday 
morning the single condition on which the 
drinks of beer could be obtained later in tie day 
— .very church in the city would be tilled to 
overflowing in all sorts of weather,and the col 
lections would make the pastors rich. It was an 
adroit scheme, and we can fancy the M ayor’s 
surprise and disgust on receiving a remon­ 
strance and rebuke from the leading clergy­ 
men of the city. 
Yesterday a committee rep­ 
resenting all the Protestant clergymen called 
npon the Mayor and delivered a letter bear­ 
ing the signatures o f Chancellor Sims, Bishop 
Huntington and scores of 
others almost 
equally eminent, in which they say : 


We ha ve give n ca re ful a tte ntion to your re ­ 
ma rka ble le tte r to the Police Commissione rs con­ 
ce rning the closing of sa loons pa rt of the (la y on 
Sunda y, a nd your sta rtling e x pre ssion of se e ing no 
ha rm in a quie t viola tion of the la w during the re st 
of the da y. 
Your a ttitude , while the se a stonishing 
words re ma in unre ca lle d, is tha t of pa rtice ps cri- 
lninis in e ve ry ille ga l sa te of liquors within the hours 
which ha ve re ce ive d your otHciul indulge nce . 
By

scribe a pe rmissible viola tion of sta tutory la ws ? By 
wha t right do you a ssum e to de te rmine whut la ws 
sh a ll;b e e nforce d .a n d wha t sha ll n o t?

Do not,we urge you, pe rsist in a 
course which compe ls your fe llow citiz e ns to re ga rd 
you a s guilty of a n usurpa tion of a uthority for 
which you might tie impe a che d a nd de pose d from 
your office . 
We ca ll upon you for 
a withdra wa l of 
this e vil le tte r, a nd we he re by re spe ctfully re que st 
tha t you strictly e nforce the la w a s it sta nds. 


II is not supposed that the Mayor will sur 
rend\.r to the clergym en, whose interference 
is treated by tlie Democratic press as imper­ 
tinent. 
Mr. Kirk is in politics to stay, ami 
lie shares the convictions of bis distinguished 
fellow citizen, Gay nor, who, when he was a 
member of Gov. H ill’s staff, declared that lie 
would rather have the saloons behind him in 
politics than the churches. 
For two Sun­ 
days the idea of the Mayor lias been carried 
out by the police, the saloons keeping their 
doors wide open except a few hours in the 
in oruing. 


PLANNING FOR A NtGRO STATE. 


The Birmingham Ag e- Herald , a paper de­ 
voted to the business interests of Alabama 
but professing Dem ocratic principles, has 
reached the conclusion that “ the only com ­ 
plete and satisfactory solution of the race 
problem is segregation.” 
And it adds tbat 
“ the negroes could be induced to emigrate to 
a western territory if it were set apart for 
thcirespecia! use, without any force being 
used to compel them to go.” 


T h e F k k e m a n has for years insisted that 
this was the true solution of the race ques 
tion in the South. 
A short time since Sen 
ator Ingalls gave expression to the same idea 
giving as his reason the conviction that the 
two races could never assimilate. 
Now the 
leading newspaper ot the most progressive 
city of the South, a city situated in the 
“ Black B elt,” makes the discovery that there 
is 110 other way. 
T he whites and blacks do 
not and cannot live together in mutual re 
spect. 
The white race is dominant, and it 
oppresses 
the 
weaker. 
Twenty-six years 
have elapsed since the emancipation procla­ 
mation was issued. 
T he time has beeD suffi­ 
ciently long to test the willingness of the two 
peoples to live together on terms of equality 
and with mutual regard for the rights of 
each. 
The result is a failure, and the sug 
gestion comes from a most influential quarter 
that the experiment had better be abandoned 
and the two races separated. 
It is not a question of color but of condi­ 
tions. 
T he white people of the Soufli can 
never accept as their neighbors, friends and 
political associates those who have once been 
their slaves. 
T he enslavement made 
the 
whites the superior race, and the maintenance 
of this superiority 
they wiil always insist 
upon. 
O f course it acts to the oppression 
a nd the detriment in every possible manner 
of the negroes. 
T hey have shown by several 
la rge movements westward their anxiety to 
ge t away. 
But they have merely goue in 
the se movements among other white people, 
sod hence the end has been disappointment 
a nd failure. There is more of sentiment than 
of le a l me a ning in the professed willingness 
of e ve n the most pbilanthropically inclined 
to tre a t the colored ma n os an equal. 
Even 
he re 
in the North his opportunities are 
not 
a s 
good 
as 
the 
white 
ma n’s. 
H e is not sought for in a ll e mployme nts for 


which he is titted, or paid generously. 
The 
most intelligent or ambitious colored man of 
our population 
will 
insist 
on 
th is-h is 
chances are not equal to those of the white 
man. though he may be his superior in intel­ 
ligence aud character. 
But lo set up the race in a state of their 
own would remove them from the influence 
of this prejudice. 
All the opportunities for 
progress, the accumulation of wealth, the ad­ 
ministration of local government, would be 
theirs. 
They 
would ohtaiu their proper 
share of representation in the national coun­ 
cils, and their claims would be treated with 
respect. 
And when the exodus began it 
would not cease until all the states were 
pretty thoroughly drained of the negro cle­ 


ment. 
But it is for the South to take the initiative 
in such a movement. 
It can well afTord to, 
for the negroes are a clog Ix-noath the wheels 
of progress. 
They are not satisfactory to the 
whites as a la lo r element because of the 
prejudice already mentioned, which will 
deal 
with 
them 
only 
as 
slaves, 
but 
they stand in the w iy 
of immigration. 
They cannot move and settle themselves in a 
new state without help, and this should be 
furnished them by their old masters, or by 
the men of capital and enterprise who tiud 
them in the way of the rapid development of 
a new South. 
The state should l>e selected, 
aud the first colony should receive help 
enough to put it on its feet and enable it to 
feel its way till it became self supporting. 
This accomplished, the rest would be quay. 
The men in possession— the pioneers—having 
liecomc comfortably independent, would not 
permit those who followed them to suffer. 
The New Ethiopia may well hope to become 
one of the foremost states of the American 


Union. 


HII.L'S COMPULSORY BALLOT PLAN. 


The Albany Times is inclined to support 
Gov. Hill’s proposition for a compulsory bal­ 
lot. 
It admits that the suggestion is “ start­ 
ling,” but insists that the argument is sound. 
Here is its reasoning: 


La ws of a ll kinds a re in e x iste nce to compe l m m 
to do othe r dutie s no m ore incumbe nt on the m a s 
citiz e ns. The re a re fine s impose d in some insta nce s 
a s high a s $ 2 5 0 , on pe rsons who ne gle ct without 
le ga l e x cuse to sit on a j u y be nch whe n de signa te d 
to do so or to te stify a s witne sse s. 
Imprisonme nt 
a wa its a ma n who re fuse s to pe rform militia duty 
e ve n in time of | > e a ro if he is a me mbe r of a Na ­ 
tiona l Gua rd orga niz a tion. 
The re is prompt judi­ 
cia l inte rfe re nce with a ny citiz e n who re fuse s in time 
of ue e d to he lp ttie police or othe r la w office rs in 
ma king a rre sts or in que lling disturba nce s, a nd 
the re a re ordina nce s in citie s to compe l a ma n to 
ke e p his side wa lk cle a r. 


It does uot seem to us that the illustrations 
employed are quite analogous. 
Thus all per­ 
sons are not required to perform jury duty; 
we presume that uot one-half of the voters in 
this city ever sat upon a jury in their lives. 
And while one person can be fined for failing 
to perform ju ry duty, a hundred are prompt­ 
ly excused, just as a voter sometimes seeks 
excuse, because of a prejudice which he cuu- 
uot overcome, and which unfits him for the 
service. 
Again, a perfeon cannot be pun­ 
ished for failing to testify as a witness when 
he knows nothing about the case. 8ucli a per­ 
son is in precisely the same position as the 
voter who knows nothing about the question 
at issue. 
And the citizen cannot be fined for 
refusing to perform m ilitary duty unless he 
is a member of a m ilitary organization, a 
matter of entire freedom of choice for him­ 
self. 
And when a policeman or law offict r 
needs help to make an arrest lie does not eail 
out every male person iu the state who has 
reached his m ajority, but just a sufficient 
number to assist him iu the discharge of his 
duty. 
The serious objection to the Governor’s 
plan is in the violation of conscience which 
it would often involve. 
It would compel 
many a citizen 
to vote fo r somebody or 
something 
which 
he 
would 
rathe 
repudiate. 
If between the two parties he had 
no choice, he would be easily influenced to 
cast his vote in favor of the party in powe 
because it bad in its hands the means to 
persecute him. 
The suffrage must be ke pt 
free. 
And entire frcedon of suffrage guaran 
tees the right to the citizen not to vole at all 
when he can neither vote the Republican nor 
the Democratic ticket, and reasons that lie 
would lie a fool to “ vote in the a ir.” 


PUBLIC OPINION, 


Common sense in reference to the eomplc 
tion of the capitol is being manifested. 
It is 
reported that Senator Sloan will introduc 
bill appropriating $800,000 a year for tlirei 
years to complete the capitol by contract 
This would finish the work and put an end 
to senseless clam or about jobbery and to po­ 
litical competition over the control of th 
w ork.—Albany Journal. 


It looks altogether as if his [Gov. Iliil’sj 
success in a pivotal state, which gave a plur 
alitv for Mr. Harrison, had given him an ex 
alted idea (if his importance, and it also looks 
as if he wished to impress it on the minds of 
his party that he is a statesman of national 
proportions, who freely expected the houor 
he thinks he deserves, or thinks he would 
like four years from now. On that matter he 
would have done better to have kept quiet a 
while longer. 
As yet Mr. Hill is merely the 
Governor of the state of New York, and a 
bad one at tha t.—Prov id ence Jourm d . 


It is difficult to predict the fate "of Senator 
B la ir’s $77,000,000 educational bill if Con 
gross sends it to Mr. Cleveland this winter 
The President’s political life is short, and if 
the bill is laid over until after the fateful 
Fourth of March, there is little doubt as to 
the treatment it will receive at the hand of 
Gen. Harrison. 
His sentiments, as expressed 
in the Senate a little over four years ago, 
were: “ The only permanent reliance for the 
education of the masses must be upon local 
taxation in the states.” 
The philanthropic 
but misguided Senator from New Hampshire 
had better stir Mr. Cleveland up or he will 
lie compelled in a few months to attend the 
wake of a pet brain child.—Buffalo Ex p ress.

take his wife or friend for a w alk, and to sit 
dow n quietly and have a glass of beer or 
other cooling refreshm ent. 
He recurred sev­ 
eral times to the p o in t of church attendance, 
thus indicating th at in his m ind of “ a liberal 
.u rn ,” it was an indispensable prerequisite to 
th e enjoym ent of a glass of beer, that the 
p arty 
should have attended religious w or­ 
ship in the forenoon. 
A nd for the benefit of 
these devout bu t thirsty individuals he in­ 
sisted th at saloon keepers should be allowed 
to open their doors before .9 o’clock a. m., 
and after 1 r. M., but that between those 
hours 
they 
should be kept closed, 
in 
order 
that 
chu rch 
m em bers 
going 
or 
returning should not be jostled by saloon vis­ 
itors or them selves tem pted to enter and in­ 
dulge. 
He also suggested th at during these 
four sacred hours the brew ers should not be 
allow ed to back their beer w agons upou the 
sidew alks in front of the saloons, because 
th at would iuterrupt the church goers and pos­ 
sibly m ake them too late to hear the beginning 
o f the service. 
Sevoral suggestions indicate 
th a t the M ayor had a soft place in his heart 
for his pious constituents, even w hile taxing 
his intellect and all hisjphilanthropic instincts 
fo r the com fort of the th irsty ones. 
T here is no doubt th at the M ayor had in 
his m ind the organization of a great party, 
com posed of clergym en, church goers, liquor 
sellers, and thirsty D em ocrats. 
He aimed to 
b ring these together on a com m on platform , 
ju st as the free rum D em ocrats aud the P ro ­ 
hibitionists come together at every election 
H ad his policy been enforced—we mean that 
if he had made church attendance on Sunday 
m orning the single condition on w hich the 
drinks of beer could be obtained later in ti e day 
— ;very church in the city would be tilled to 
overflow ing in all sorts of w eather,and the col 
lections would m ake the pastors rich. It was an 
adroit scheme, and we can fancy the M ayor’s 
surprise aud disgust on receiving a rem on­ 
strance and rebuke from the leading clergy­ 
m en of the city. 
Y esterday a com m ittee rep 
resenting all the P ro testan t clergym en called 
npon the M ayor and delivered a letter bear­ 
in g the signatures of C hancellor Sims, Bishop 
H untington and scores of 
others almost 
equally em inent, in w hich they say : 


We have given careful attention to your re­ 
m arkable letter to the Police Commissioners con­ 
cerning the closiug of saloons part of the day on 
Sunday, aud your startling expression of seeing no 
harm in a quiet violation of the law during the rest 
of the day. Your attitude, while these astonishing 
words rem ain unrecalted, is th at of particeps cri- 
niinis in every illegal sate of liquors within the hours 
which have received your official indulgence. 
By 
w hat authority as Mayor do you undertake to de­ 
scribe a permissible violation of statutory laws ? By 
w hat right do you assum e to determine what laws 
s h a ll;b e enforced.and w hat shall not? Or at 
w hat particular tim e a law shall be operative 
anil 
when 
not ? 
Do 
you 
not 
see 
that 
th e 
dignity 
and 
sanctity 
of 
all 
law 
are 
gone when sworn officers dare openly to give in­ 
structions for such violations ? What occupation is 
this to which you have granted tins indulgence ? Is 
it some beneficent calling, m inistering in mercy and 
charity ? No ! it is the foe of every home, every 
m an, every com munity. We beg you to recall these 
words of evil omen. Do not,we urge you, persist in a 
course which compels your fellow citizens to regard 
you as guilty of an usurpation of authority for 
which you might be im peached and deposed from 
your office. We call upon you for a withdrawal of 
this evil letter, aud we hereby respectfully request 
th at you strictly enforce the law as it stands. 


Il is not supposed th at the M ayor will sur 
rendí r to the clergym en, w hose interference 
is treated by the D em ocratic press as im per­ 
tinent. 
Mr. K irk is in polities to slay, and 
he shares the convictions of his distinguished 
fellow citizen. G ay nor, w ho, w hen he was a 
m em ber of Gov. H ill’s staff, declarctl that he 
w ould rather have the saloons behind him in 
politics than the churches. 
F or two S u n ­ 
days the idea of the M ayor has been carried 
o u t by the police, the saloons keeping their 
doors wide open except a few hours in the 
in orning.

A ll the opportunities for 
progress, the accum ulation of w ealth, the ad ­ 
m inistration of local governm ent, w ould be 
theirs. 
They w ould ohtaiu their proper 
share of representation in the national coun­ 
cils, aud their claim s w ould be treated w ith 
respect. 
A nd w hen the exodus liegau it 
w ould not cease until all the stales were 
pretty thoroughly drained of the negro ele­ 
m ent. 
B ut it is for the South to take the initiative 
in such a m ovem ent. 
It can well afford to, 
for the negroes are a clog beneath the wheels 
of progress. 
T hey are not satisfactory to the 
w hites us a la to r elem ent because of the 
prejudice already m entioned, w hich will 
deal 
w ith 
them 
only 
as 
slaves, 
but 
they stand in the w ay 
of im m igration. 
They cannot move and settle them selves in a 
new state w ithout help, and this should be 
furnished them by th eir old m asters, or by 
the m en of capital aud enterprise who find 
them in the w ay of the rapid developm ent of 
a new South. 
T h e state should l>e selected, 
and the first colony should receive help 
enough to put it on its feet and enable it to 
feel its w ay til! it becam e self supporting 
T his accom plished, the rest w ould he easy 
The m en in possession— the pioneers—having 
liecomc com fortably independent, would not 
perm it those w ho followed them to suffer 
T he N ew E thiopia m ay well hope to becom e 
one of tlie forem ost states of the Am erican 
Union.

T hc B irm ingham Age-H erald, a paper de­ 
voted to the business interests of A labam a 
b u t professing 
D em ocratic principles, lias 
reached the conclusion th at “ the only com ­ 
plete and satisfactory solution of the race 
problem is segregation.” 
A nd it adds that 
“ the negroes could be induced to em igrate to 
n w estern territory if it w ere set apart for 
1 heir especial use, w ithout any force being 
used to com pel them to g o .” 
T h e F r e e m a n has for years insisted th at 
this was the tru e solution of the race ques­ 
tion in the South. 
A sh o rt tim e since Sen­ 
ato r Ingalls gave expression to the same idea, 
giv in g as his reason the conviction that the 
tw o races could never assim ilate. 
Now the 
leading new spaper ot the m ost progressive 
city of the S outh, a city situated in the 
“ B lack B elt,” m akes the discovery that there 
is no other w ay. 
T he w hites and blacks do 
no t and cannot live together in m utual re­ 
spect. 
T he w hite race is dom inant, and it 
oppresses 
the 
w eaker. 
Tw enty-six years 
have elapsed since the em ancipation procla­ 
m ation was issued. 
T he tim e has been suffi­ 
ciently long to test the w illingness of the two 
peoples to live together on term s of equality 
an d w ith m utual regard fo r the rights of 
each. 
T he result is a failure, and the sug­ 
gestion comes from a m ost influential quarter 
th a t the experim ent had better be abaudoned 
a n d the tw o races separated. 
I t is not a question of color but of condi­ 
tions. 
T h e w hite people of the Soufh can 
never accept as th e ir neighbors, friends and 
political associates those w ho have once been 
th e ir slaves. 
T h e enslavem ent made the 
w hiles the superior race, and the m aintenance 
of this superiority they wiil alw ays insist 
upon. Of course it acts to the oppression 
an d the detrim ent in every possible m anner 
of the negroes. 
T h ey have show n by several 
large m ovem ents w estw ard th eir anxiety to 
g et aw ay.

HILL'S COMPULSORY BALLOT PLAN. 


T he A lbany Times is inclined to support 
Gov. H ill’s proposition for a com pulsory bal 
lot. 
It adm its th a t the suggestion is “ start 
ling,” but insists th at the argum ent is sound 
H ere is its reasoning: 


Laws of all kimts are in existence to compel men 
to do other duties no more incumbent on them as 
citizens. There are flues imposed in some instances 
as high as $250, on persons who neglect without 
legal excuse to sit oa a ju-y bench when designated 
to do so or to testify as witnesses. Imprisonm ent 
aw aits a man who refuses to perform militia duty 
even in time of peace if he is a member of a Na­ 
tional Guard organization. There is prompt juili 
cial interference with any citizen who refuses in time 
of ueeii to help the police or other law officers in 
making arrests or in quelling disturbances, and 
there are ordinances in cities to compel a man to 
keep his sidewalk clear. 


It does not seem to us th at the illustrations 
em ployed are quite analogous. 
T hus all per 
sons are not required to perform ju ry duty 
we presum e that not oue-lialf of the volets in 
this city ever sat upon a ju ry in their lives 
A nd while one person can be fined for failin 
to perform ju ry d u ty , a hundred are prom pt 
ly excused, ju st as a voter som etim es seeks 
excuse, because of a prejudice w hich he can 
not overcom e, and w hich uulils him for the 
service. 
A gain, a pet&on cannot be pun 
ished for failing to testify as a witness when 
he know s nothing about the case. Such a per 
sou is in precisely the sam e position us the 
voter who know s nothing about tiie questic 
at issue. 
A nd the citizen cannot be fined for 
refusing to perform m ilitary duty unless lie 
is a m em ber of a m ilitary organization, 
m atter of entire freedom of Choice for him 
self. 
A nd w hen a policem an or law offict 
needs help to m ake an arrest he does not cnil 
out every male person in the state w ho has 
reached his m ajority, h u t just a sufficient 
num ber to assist him in the discharge of his 
duly. 
T he serious objection to the G overnor 
plan is in the violation of conscience which 
it w ould often involve. 
It would cotnpe 
m any a citizen 
to vote for som ebody or 
som ething 
w hich 
he 
w ould 
rathe 
repudiate. If between the tw o parties lie had 
no choice, he w ould be easily influenced to 
cast his vote in favor of the party in pow 
because it had in its hands the m eans 
persecute him . 
T h e suffrage m ust be kept 
free. 
A ud entire freedon of suffrage guaran 
tees the rig h t to the citizen not to vote at all 
when lie can neither vote the Republican nor 
the D em ocratic ticket, and reasons that he 
w ould be a fool to “ vote in the a ir.”

It is pointed out in the Lutheran Almanac 
and Year Book for 1889 that in this country 
that denomination has 4,512 ministers, 7,010 
churches aud 1.037,970 confirmed memliers, 
which makes them the third largest denomi­ 
nation of Protestant Christians in this coun­ 
try. 
The Lutherans have 24 theological semi­ 
naries, 24 colleges, including one at Guutoor, 
in India, 11 young ladies seminaries and 39 
academies. 
They have 57 orphan homes, 
asylums, hospitals and immigrant missions. 
In periodical publications they have 47 in the 
English language, 55 in German, 15 in Nor­ 
wegian, 14 in Swedish, 4 in Danish, 2 iu Ice­ 
landic, 2 in Finnish and 2 fn French, mak­ 
ing a total of 141. 
T'ieir progress since the 
beginning of the century is as follows: In 
18Ó0 they had 15,000 members, iu 1820 there 
were 35,000, in 1830 they had 55,000, in 1840 
they numbered 120,000, in 1850 they reported 
143,513, in 1800 there were 235,000, in 1870 
the report was 387,740, in 1880 they reached 
094,426, last year they reported 981,283 aud 
this year the million has been reached and the 
number is 1.037,970.

“ Half Holidays ” is the title of a small and 
comely 
volume 
of 
essays by 
Harold 
Van Santvoord, nephew of the Rev. C. Van- 
Santvoord, D. D., of Kingston, recently is­ 
sued from the press of John B. Alden, New- 
York City. 
The essays are 48 in number, 
each of them occupying some half a dozen 
pages on an average, a few of them reaching 
a page or two beyond. Tbe subjects treated 
are various, ranging?from grave to gay, from 
lively and imaginative to sober, narrative nnd 
didactic inculcation. 
There is something, 
therefore, for readers of all tastes and in ail 
moods, aud the}» who sit down with the au 
thor to the pleasant repast he has furnished 
for their delictation must be fastidious indeed 
if they find uothing that their own particular 
appetite delights in. -While the essays form 
ing the voliime arc not all of equal merit, 
there are not a few of them which have ex 
cellence of a high order. 
The style in which 
ihey are written is clear, crisp and incisive. 
They show in the writer wide and cMreful 
reading, and a memory stored with the fruits 
of literary research, with a happy facility in 
imparting what he has acquired. 
His humor 
is delicate and mirth-provoking, bis illustra­ 
tions of the sentiments presented and posi­ 
tions taken ¡ire opposite and pointed, aud the 
serious, practical teachings scattered through 
the book are calculated to leave wholesome 
impressions 
upon the thoughtful reader. 
This account of the book it would be pleasant 
to justify by quotations taken from its 
pages at random, but 
T h e 
F r e e m a n 
has only room 
for 
a 
single 
excerpt 
from the essay entitled “ The Poetry of 
Flowers,” which will, however, serve as a 
sample of the quality of the book, and should 
prompt a wish to form a closer acquaintance 
xvith its contents. 
In Shakespeare the rose aud lily are em­ 
blems of purity nnd love. 
In one of his crys­ 
tal sonnets, inscribed to William Herbert, the 
poet writes- 
Tbe sum m er's flower is to the sum m er sweet. 
Though to itself only live and die ; 
But if th a t flower with base infection meet, 
The basest weed outlives its dignity. 
“Inseparable from the blush aud attar of 
the flower is a subtle principle of life, and 
the poet discovers its heart and soul, whose 
secrets are an epitome of his art. The 
spiritual elements in these mute symbols of 
life and cousciousness, inspire new aud deeper 
thoughts. 
Invested with his moods they 
become rich in spiritual meaning. 
In every 
literature, aud liefore it was said of lilies 
‘they toil not, neither do they spin,’ flowers 
have been consecrated to poetry as symbols 
of love and virtue. They are made to throb 
with life and pulsate with emotion. How rich 
is German 
literature is flower-lore ? The 
love 
of 
nature 
is 
an 
overmastering 
passion, as though one’s heart secrets were 
inscribed in the rocks, whispered in rustling 
leaves, and read in the modest wild flowers of 
the woods. 
Tieck, Goethe and Heine are 
unrivalled for insight, poise, sympathy and 
minuteness of analysis.

derness of love and beauty, had the heart of 
a woman, but could rise to tragic heights of 
passion and be a god among men.

M R S. M A R Y H A L L O C K F O O T E . 
Mrs. May Ifallock Foote—a sister of the 
Hallocks, at Milton, Ulster County—who is 
the wife of a Civil Engineer, has spent most 
of her married life iu the minitigcampsof the 
West. 
Her reputation before tiie public was 
first mode as ¡in artist, and it is interesting to 
know that she is now almost the only Cen­ 
tury nrtist who draws directly upon the 
wood block.

Hill for the a f­ 
fections of the liquor sellers lins appeared in 
the person of Mayor Kirk of Syracuse. 
Mr. 
Kirk is tile Democratic chief magistrate of a 
Republican city. 
A taste of public honors 
has made him ambitions, and he now seeks 
to luther around him tile elements that made 
David B. Hill invincible at the recent elec­ 
tion. 
lie found his opportunity on the 10th 
of December last, iii addressing a letter o f in­ 
structions to the Hoard o f Police C om ission- 
ers. 
H e began it by stating that he was of a 
liberal turn of mind himstdf. 
Then he said 
that he could see no harm, after a person 
on 
Sunday 
had 
attended 
church, 
to 
take his wife or friend for a walk, and to sit 
down quietly and have a glass o f beer or 
other cooling refreshment. 
He recurred sev­ 
eral times to the point o f church attendance, 
thus indicating that in his mind o f " a lilieral 
jurn," it was an iudis|>cnsable prerequisite to 
I lie enjoy moat o f a gin-* of beer, that the 


party 
should have attended religious wor­ 
ship in the forenoon. 
And for the benefit of 
these devout but thirsty individuals he in­ 
sisted Ilia! saloon keepers should lie allowed 
to open their doors Indore J) o'clock A. m., 
and after I r. M., but that between those 
hours 
they 
should lh1 kept closed, 
in 
order 
that 
church 
m ealier* 
going 
or 
returning should not lie jostled by saloon vin 
hors or them selves tempted to enter anil In­ 
dulge. 
Ile also suggested that during these 
four sacred hours the brewers should not in- 
allowed to back their liger wagons ujwn the 
sidewalks in front o f the saloons, because 
that w ould interrupt the church goers and jio* 
sibly make them too late to hear the beginning 
of the service. 
Several suggestions indicate 
that Hie Mayor bud a soft place in ids heart 
for his pious constituents, even w hile taxing 
his intellect and all liisjphilanthropic instincts 
for the comfort o f the thirsty ones. 
There is no doubt that the Mayor had in 
his mind the organization of a great party, 
composed of clergym en, church goers, liquor 
sellers, aud thirsty Democrats. 
He aimed to 
bring these together on a common platform , 
Just as the free rum Democrats and the Pro­ 
hibitionists come together at every election.

is no other w ay. 
T he w hites and (ducks do 
not and cannot live together in mutual re 
spect. 
T he white race is dom inant, and it 
oppresses 
the 
weaker. 
Tw enty six years 
have elapsed since the emancipation prods 
(nation was issued. 
The tim e has been suit! 
ciently long to test Hie w illingness o f tile two 
peoples to live together on terms of equality 
and with mutual regard for the rights of 
each. 
T he result is a failure, and the sug 
gestion com es from a most influential quarter 
that the experim ent had better be abandoned 
and the tw o races separated. 
It is not a question of color but of cond! 
tions. 
T h e white people of the South m n 
never accept as their neighbors, friends and 
political associates those who have once been 
their slaves.
